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mayor shall be president of the board, and the
city clerk, clerk thereof. The members of said
board shall receive such compensation as the com-
mon council may allow, and not less than three
nor more than five dollars per day while in session.
‘When the assessment roll shall have been com-
pleted, revised and corrected, it shall be filed with
the clerk, and all changes of the assessment roll
by the board of equalization shall be recorded by
the clerk. Thereupon the common council shall,
by resolution, levy such sum or sums of money as
may be sufficient for the several purposes for
which taxes are herein authorized to be levied;
but not exceeding the authorized percentage, speci-
fying the purposes for which the same are levied.
All taxes and assessments, general or special, lev-
ied under this act, shall be and remain a lien upon
the lands and tenements upon which they may be
assessed, and on all personal property of any per-
son or body politic assessed for personal tax, from
the delivery of the warrant for collection thereof
until paid.

SectioN 8. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 57.

AN ACT to revise, codify and amend the charter
of the city of Seymour, approved March fifth,
1879, and the several acts amendatory thereof.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

CHAPTER I

SeEction 1. All that district of country in the
county of Outagamie hereinafter described, shall
be a city, by the name of the city of Seymour,
and the people now inhabiting and those who
shall hereafter inhabit said district, shall be a
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municipal corporation, by the name of the city of
Sey mour, and shall have the general powers pos-
sessed by municipal corporations at common daw,
and in addition thereto shall have and possess the
powers hereinafter specifically granted; and the
authorities thereof shall have perpetual succes-
sion, and shall be capable of contracting and being
contracted with, suing and being sued, pleadin
and being impleaded in all courts of law an
equity, and shall have a common seal, and may
change and alter the same at pleasure. ‘

SEcTION 2. The west half of section twenty- City bonde-
eight, the east half of section twenty-nine, the
east half of section thirty-two, and the west half
of section thirty-three, all in township number
twenty-four north, of range number eighteen east,
shall be included in and constitute the limits of
the city of Seymour.

SEcTION 3. The city shall consist of two wards. Number ana
The center of the main track of the Green Bay, waras '
‘Winona & St. Paul railroad shall be the division
line of said wards. All the territory south of said
line within the limits of said city shall be known
as the first ward of the city of Seymour; and all
the territory north of said line within the limits
of said city shall be known as the second ward of
the city of Seymour.

shall be vested in one principal officer styled the whom vated.
mayor; in one board of aldermen, consisting of
three members from each ward, who, with the
mayor, shall be denominated the common council,
and such other officers as are hereinafter men- -
tioned or may be created under this act.

ELECTIVE OFFICERS.

Secrion 5. The elective officers of- said city Eiactive of-
shall be a mayor, a clerk, a treasurer, an assessor f¢er defloed.
for the city at large, one supervisor, three alder-
men, one justice of the peace and one constable
for each ward; and the appointive officers shall
be, a city marshal, a street commissioner and three
health commissioners, who shall constitute the
board of health for the city at large, and one fire
warden for each ward. The common council may
appoint a city attorney, a city surveyor, a chief
engineer, an assistant chief engineer, a city phy-
gician and such other officers and agents as may be
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provided for by this act, or as the common council
may determine to be necessary. All elective of-
ficers, except aldermen and justices of the peacs,
shall hold their respective offices for one year, un-
less elected to fill a vacancy, and until their suc-
cessors are elected and qualified; the aldermen
shall be elected for a term of three years, except-
ing, however, that on the first Tuesday in April,
1887, one alderman for each ward shall be elected
for a term of one year, one for aterm of two
years, and one for a term of three years, and then
annually thereafter one alderman for each ward
shall be elected for a term of three years; provi-
ded, however, the common council shall have
power for due cause to expel any of its own num-
ber, and to remove from office any officer or agent,
except justices of the peace, under the city gov-
ernment, due notice and an opportunity for a
hearing having been first given to the officer pro-
posed to be removed. The justices of the peace
shall hold their office for two years, and until their
successors are elected and qualified. The term of
every officer elected under this act shall commence
on the third Monday in April, of the year for
which such officer is elected, and the term of office
of all appointed officers shall expire with that of
the body appointing them.

SEcTION 6. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in
the office of mayor or alderman, such vacancy
shall be filled by a new election, which shall be
ordered by the common council within ten days

It shall be his duty to exe-
cuté and return all writs to him directed by the
mayor, and when necessary in criminal cases, or
for the violation of any ordinance of said city or
laws of this state, may pursue and serve the same
in any part of this state. It shall be his duty to
suppress all riots, disturbancesand breaches of the
peace, to apprehend any person in the act of com-
mitting any offense against any ordinance of said
city or laws of this state, and forthwith bring
such person before competent authority for exam-
ination; and for such service he shall receive such
fees as are allowed to constables for like service.
He shall attend all the meetings of the common
council, and shall perform all such duties as may
lawfully be enjoined on him by the ordinances of
said city. He shall have power to appoint one or
more deputies, to be approved by the council, but
for whose official acts he shall be responsible, and
of whom he may require a bond for the faithful
discharge of their duties.

SectioN 24. The city attorney shall be a person
duly admitted to practice in the courts of record,
conformably to the laws of this state. It shall be
his duty to conduct all law business in which the
city shall be interested, and when requested by
the mayor or council, he shall furnish written
opinions on subjects submitted to him in which
the city or any department thereof, may be inter-
ested. It shall also be his duty to draft all ordi-
nances, bonds, contracts, leases, conveyances and
such other instruments in writing as may be or-
dered by the council and to perform such other
duties as may be prescribed by the ordinances of
the city, or by any resolution of the council.

CHAPTER IL
COMMON COUNCIL.

SectioN 1. The mayor and aldermen shall con-
stitute the common council, and the style of all
ordinances shall be: * The common council of
the city of Seymourdo ordain,etc.” The council
shall meet at such time and place as it by resolu-
tion shall direct. A majority of the aldermen
shall constitute a quorum.

SectioN 2. The common council shall hold its
first annual meeting in each year on the third
Monday of April and thereafter stated meetings
at such times as it shall appoint, and the mayor
may call special meeting by notice to each of the
members, to be served personally, or left at their
usual places of abode. The common council shall
determine the rules of its own proceedings, and
be the judge of the election and qualifications of
its own members, and have power to compel the
attendance of absent members and to enforce its
rules; to punish by fine and imprisonment, by a
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vote of two-thirds of its members, any member
for disorderly or contemptuous conduct, and by
a vote of two-thirds of its members may expel
any member for cause.

ECTION 3. The common council ghall have the
control and management of the finances, except
school moneys, and of all the property of the city,
and shall likewise in addition to the powers
herein vested in it, have fuil power and authority
to make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, enforce,
alter,modify, amend and repeal all such ordinances
rules and by-laws for the government and gooci
order of the city, for the suppression of vice and
immorality, for the prevention of crime, and
for the benefit of the trade, commerce and health,
as it shall deem expedient, declaring and impos-
ing penalties, and to enforce the same against any
person or persons who may violate any of the
provisions of such ordinance, rule or by-law, and
such ordinances, rules and by-laws are hereby
declared to be and have the force of law; pro-
vided they are not repugnant to the constitution
and laws of the United States or of this state,
and for these purposes shall have authority by
ordinances, resolutions or by-laws:

1. To license, regulate, suppress and prohibit
the exhibition of common showmen, or shows of
any kind, or the exhibitions of caravans, circuses,
theatrical performances, billiard or pool tables,
and bowling saloons, and to provide for the abate-
ment and removal of all nuisances under the ordi-
nances of the city or the laws of this state; and
to grant licenses for selling spirituous, vinous or
fermented liquors, and regulate and license gro-
ceries, taverns, victualing houses, and all persons
vending or dealing in spirituous, vinous or fer-
mented liquors, an% revoke the same for a viola-
tion thereof; provided, that the sum to be paid for
any such license for vending or dealing in spirit-
uous, vinous, fermented or malt liquors shall not
be less than the amount fixed and provided for
by the laws of the state, and that all such licenses
granted shall run from the first Tuesday in May
In each year; provided, however, that when any
such license may be applied for after that day the
same may be granted, on the applicant paying
pro rata therefor.

CHAPTER 1V.
FIRE DEPARTMENT.
SectioN 1. The common council, for the pur- Fire limite,

pose of guarding against the calamities of fire,
shall have the power to prescribe the limits within
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which wooden buildings or buildings of other ma-
terials that shall not be considered fire-proof shall
not be erected or repaired, and to direct that all
and every building within the limits prescribed
shall be made and constructed of fire-proof mate-
rials, and to prohibit the repairing or rebuilding
of wooden buildings within the fire limits, where
the same shall have been damaged to the extent
of fifty per cent. of the value thereof, and to
prescribe the manner of ascertaining such dam-
age, and to prescribe penalties for the violation of
any resolution or ordinance passed under this sec-
tion. .

SectIoN 2. The common council shall have the
power to prevent the dangerous construction and
condition of chimneys, fire-places, hearths, stoves,
stove pipes, ovens, boilers and apparatus used in
and about any building, and to cause the same re-
moved or placed in a safe and secure condition,
when considered unsafe or dangerous; to prevent
the deposit of ashes in unsafe places; to require
the inhabitants to provide as many fire-buckets,
and in such manner and time as it shall prescribe,
and to regulate the use of them in time of fire;
to regulate and prevent the carrying on of manu-
factories, dangerous in causing or promoting fire;
to compel the owners and occupants of buildings
to have scuttles in the roof, and stairs or lalders
leading to the same; to authorize the mayor, al-
derman, fire wardens and other officers of the city
or fire companies, to keep away from the vicinity
of the fire all idle and suspected persons, and com-
pel all bystanders to aid in the extinguishment of
fires and the preservation of property exposed to
danger thereat, and generally to establish such
regulations for the prevention and extinguish-
ments of fires ag the common council may deem
expedient, and to provide penalties for the viola-
tion of any resolution or ordinance passed under
this section.

SecTioN 3. The common council shall have full
power to purchase fire-engines and other fire ap-
paratus, and to authorize the formation of fire-
engine, hook and ladder and hose companies, and
to provide for the due and proper support and
regulation of the same, and to order such com-
panies to be disbanded and their apparatus to be
delivered up. Each company shall not exceed
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sixty able bodied men, between the ages of eight-
teen and tifty years, and may elect its own offi-
cers, except chief engineer and assistant chief en-
gineer, and form their own laws, not inconsistent
with the laws of this state, and shall be formed
only by voluntary enlistments. Every member
of said company hereby authorized to be formed
shall be exempt from highway and poll tax to an
amount not exceeding five dollars annually, and
from serving on juries and military duties, ex-
cept in cases of war, insurrection or invasion,
during the continuance of such membership; and
any person having served for the term of ten
years in either of such companies shall be forever
thereafter exempt from poll tax military and jury
duty, except as in cases before mentioned.

SecrioNn 4. The fire wardens appointed for
each ward shall perform such duties as the com-
mon council may prescribe, and they may at any
time enter into any building, house, store or barn
or inclosure for the purpose of inspecting the
same.

SecTioN 5. When any person shall refuse to
obey the lawful order of any engineer, fire war-
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marshals. or commanding officer of any fire-en-
gine, hook and ladder or hose company, at any
fire, it shall be lawful for the officer giving such
order to arrest or direct, orally, the marshal, con-
stable or watchman, or any citizen, to arrest such
person, and to confine him temporarily in an
safe place until such fire shall be exninguishedy;
and in the same manner such officers, or any of
them, may arrest or direct the arrest and con-
finement of any person at such fire -who shall be
intoxicated or disorderly, and any person who
shall refuse to arrest, or aid in arresting any per-
son shall be liable to such penalty as the common
council may prescribe, not exceeding twenty-five
dollars.

SrcrioN 6. The secretary of each fire-engine,
hook and ladder or hose company in said city
shall aunually, on or before the first Monday in
May, return to the city clerk a list containing the
name of 2ach member of their respective compan-
ies, and when any member of either of said com-
panies shall cease to be a member thereof by res-

fecretary of
each fire com-
pany.
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ignation, expulsion or otherwise, notice thereof
shall be given to the city clerk.

SecTioN 7. The city clerk is hereby required to
keep a record of the members of the several com-
panies organized under this chapter, and such
record shall consist of the returns made by the
several clerks or secretaries, as hereinbefore pro-
vided; and no person shall be exempt from iury
duty unless the name is entered on such list. In
case any person shall cease to be a member of
either of said companies, the clerk shall note the
fact on the list thereof, and shall return to the
clerk of the board of supervisors of the county
of Outagamie, a list of all persons who are mem-
bers of said companies, exempt from jury duty,
on or before the day now appointed, or which
hereafter may be appointed for the annual meet-
ings of said board, and said board shall not place
the names of such persons on the jury list for the
ensuing year.

SegorioN 8. The common council shall have
power to levy a tax nol exceeding five mills on
the dollar of the taxable property within said city,
in any one year, for fire apparatus, the same to
be assessed and collected in the same manner and
at the same time with the general taxes, and be
expended under the direction of the common
council.

CHAPTER V.
IMPROVEMENT OF STREETS AND SIDEWALKS,

SectioN 1. . The common council of the city of
Seymour shall have power to establish the grade
of the streets of said city, and change and re-
establish such grade as it shall deem expedient;
provided, that whenever it shall change or alter
the grade of any street, any person who shall
claim to have sustained damages by such change
or alteration of grade, shall have his right of ac-
tion against the city for the recovery of such
damages, but no suit shall be commenced against
the city therefor until application has been made
to the common council to pay such damages, and
said council shall have refused or neglected for
three months to pay or settle the same.
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SEctiox 2. Sidewalks shall be constructed, re-
constructed or repaired, upon the proper estab-
lished grade of any street in said city, of such
width, 1n such manner, of such matenals, and in
such time as the common council by ordinance,
resolution or order shall direct, by the owner or
owners of any lot or piece of ground, in front of
which such sidewalk shall be ordered. If the
owner or owners of any such lot or piece of
ground shall not construct such sidewalk as afore-
said, in the manner, of the material, or at the
time as so directed, the common council may
cause the same to be constructed forthwith, at
the expense of such owner or owners. The con-
tract for the construction of any such sidewalk,
sball be let to the lowest reasonable responsible
bidder, and notice shall be given by publication
in the official paper of the city, or by posting no-
tices in three public places in said city, at least
for three days, of the time and place of receiving
such bids.

SecrioN 8. The common council shall have
power by a vote of two-thirds of all the members
of said council, to order the building, construc-
tion, reconstruction or repair of sidewalks in said
city, in such manuner as it may deem proper.

SecrioN 4. Every ordinance, resolution or by-
law providing for the construction, reconstruction
or repairing of any sidewalk or gutter, or for the
grading. repairing or improving of any street at
the expense, in whole or in part, of the owners of
the lots or parcels of land abutting or fronting
such sidewalk, gutter or street, shall, on being in-
troduced at a meeting of the common council,
be referred to some appropriate committee; and
any such ordinance, resolution or by-law shall not
be passed or adopted sooner than fourteen days
after the introduction thereof, nor until ten days
after the proceedings of the common council had
relative thereto, at the meeting when such ordi-
nance, resolution or by-law was adopted, shall
have been published.

SectioN 5. The city clerk shall receive all pro-
posals for constructing, reconstructing or repair-
ing sidewalks which were not built in compliance
with the ordinance, resolution or by-law direct-
ing the same to be built, by the owners of the lots
or parcels of land abutting or fronting such side-
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walk, and shall open them in'the presence of the
council, which shall award the contract to the
lowest responsible bidder; provided, such bid is a
reasonable ope, subject to such provisions, in the
case of violation of the contract, and to such
other particular provisions as the council may
prescribe. 'Whenever a sidewalk shall be out of
repair and so remain for the space of twenty-four
hours, which in the opinion of the street commis-
sioner or a member of the street committee, will
not cost to exceed the amount of five dollars in
front of any lot to repair the same, it shall be au-
thorized, and it is hereby made its duty to cause
the same to be immediately repaired; and when
the same is completed the street commissioner
shall make out an itemized bill of the cost of such
repair, specifying the lot and block, or piece or
parcel of land in front of which said work was
done, verified by his oath, and shall deliver the
same to the city clerk. Al bills for constructing,
reconstructing and repairing sidewalks incurred
by the provision of this section, shall be paid out
of the general fund of the city. The amount so
approgriated shall be charged to the lots so re-
turned, and if not sooner paid, shall be entered by
the city clerk in the next annual tax roll opposite to
the lots so returned, in the same manner as other
special taxes are entered under the head of side-
walk taxes.

SecTioN 6. It shall be the duty of the street
commissioner to see that all the ordinances of the
city relating to the obstruction and cleansing of
sidewalks, streets, alleys, public grounds, reser-
voirs, gutters, sewers, waters and water-courses in
said city are duly observed and kept.

Secrion 7. It shallalso be the duty of the street
commissioner, whenever in his opinion any por-
tion of a sidewalk shall be out of repair, orina
dangerous condition, to serve a written notice up-
on the owner or occupant of the lot adjacent to
which such defective sidewalk shall be, if a resi-
dent of said city, to iminediately repair the same;
and if said owner or occupant fail to repair the
same forthwith, then, and in that case, the same
shall be repaired as herein otherwise provided.

Section 8, The costs and expenses of survey-
ing lands, streets, alleys, sewers and gutters, and
of estimating work thereon, in the execution of
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any public imgrovement, shall be chargeable to
and payable by the city. Sewers and gutters
may Ee ordered by the common council, and built
at the expense of the lots or parts of lots benefit-
ed thereby, and fronting upon the side of the
street along which said sewer or ﬁutter shall be
constructed; provided, however, that when sew-
ers or gutters are constructed through alleys, no
lot shall be assessed therefor, except those situ-
ated in the block through which such sewers or
gutters may be constructed; and provided fur-
ther, that in all cases when improvements or
work of any kind are chargeable, by virtue of
this section, upon lots benefited, all such im-
provements across streets, alleys and public
grounds shall be made and paid for by the city,in
proportion to the width of the street, alley or
public ground.

SEcTION 9. The common council shall have power to order

SectioN 11. The city clerk shall within fifteen v.ist ot pe-son
days after the common council shall have levied sy, ‘orer
a highway tax as herein otherwise provided,
make out a list of all persons liable to pay high-
way tax in said city, which list shall also contain a
statement of all the taxable personal property, and
a description of all lots or parcels of land within
said city, with the value of each lot or parcel set
opposite to such description, as the same shall ap-
pear on the assessment roll of the previous year,
and if such lot or tract was not separately de-
scribed in such roll, then in such proportion to
the valuation which shall have been affixed to the
whole tract of which. such lot or parcel forms a
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part, and the amount of such tax shall be carried
out in a sepirate crlumn opposite the nam2 of
each parson, or p2r3)ns, or corporation to whom
each 1tem of taxable property upon said list is to
bs assess:d. And within the sam»s time afore-
stated the city clerk shall make out a list of
nam»s of all male personsover theage of twenty-
one, and under the age of fifty years, liable to
pay a poll tax, with the amount thereof set oppo-
site to each person’s name, and annex said list to
the list of highway taxes.

SecrtoNy 12, Thecity clerk shall make a dupli-
cate of such list, both of which shall be signed by
the mayor and countersigned by the city clerk,
one of which shall be filed in the office of the city
clerk and the other shall be delivered to the city
treasurer on or before the twenty-fifth day of
May in each year.

SkctioN 13, The city clerk shall annex to each
such tax list a warrant signed by the mayor and
the city clerk, which shall be in substance in the
following form:

SectioN 4. The treasurer shall have the same
powers and proceed to collect said taxes in the
same manner as in the collection of general taxes
except as herein otherwise provided for the col-
lection of poll taxes; and in case the said treas-
urer shall he unable to collect any portion of said
tax, he shall, on or before the first Monday in
November in each year, make out and deliver to
the clerk of said city a list of all such unpaid
taxes, which list shall contain the name of all
persons, corporation or corporations, and the des-
cription of all real estate or personal property in-
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cluded in said tax liet, and the amount of such
tax against each of such descriptions or items so
uncollected, which said list shall be sworn to by
said city treasurer before some officer authorized
to administer oaths. The treasurer shall, im-
mediately upon the receipt of the list of persons
liable to pay a poll tax, proceed and collect the
same, and all persons liable to pay such tax, who
shall not have paid the same after demand,
either personal or by written notice, posted at
three public places within said city, or by pub-
lishing such notice for three successive weeks in
the ofticial paper of the city, if there be one des-
ignated, on or before the first day of July each
year, shall be liable to and shall pay a penalty of
two dollars in addition to said poll tax, together
with the costs of prosecution, to be prosecuted
for by said treasurer in the name of the city of
Seymour. The process shall be by warrant, as
provided for in this act; and in case judgment -
shall be rendered against the defendant in such
action, and he shall refuse or neglect to pay such
judgment, he shall be imprisoned in the county °
jail ten days.

SeEcTioN 15. The mayor, clerk and treasurer riwnityot
shall constitute a board to determine the liability bosrd-
of persons to pay a poll tax, and all persons claim-
ing to be exempt from such tax must apply to
sald board within twenty days from the time
when said list shall be delivered to the treasurer
aforesaid.

SEcTiON 16. The city treasurer shall receive the pees.

SectioN 17. The city clerk shall at the time of peynquent
making out the general tax roll of said city for bighway tax.

SEcTION 18. The common council shall have openin

power to take, for the use of the city, in the man- oo™ 2%
ner hereinafter provided, any lots or any land
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for public squares, grounds, streets and alleys,
and to widen or straighten the same, or for the
purpose of erecting a public hall, market house,
fire-engine house, or any other lawful municipal
purpose, or for erecting hospitals or pest-houses
for the prevention of contagious or infectious dis-
eages within the city, or for any needful or con-
venient purposein connection with, or to ex-
ecute and accomplish any other power, right or
privilege conferred on or granted to the city by
its charter, or any act amendatory thereof; and
may take the same, and whether within or with-
out the city, by conveyance from the owner upon
a bargain and sale, or upon a donation thereof, or
in manner as follows: Whenever it shall, in the
opinion of of the common council, be necessary,
said council shall declare, by resolution, that it is
necessary to take any such lots or lands for any
of the purposes above set forth, giving the de-
scription of the premises, defining separately each
parcel thereof separately owned,andthe purpose
for which they are to be taken. The common coun-
cil shall thereupon cause a written notice, as pre-
scribed in the next section, to be served upon the
occupant or occupants of such lands, and the
owner or owners thereof, if the place of residence
of such owner or owners is known or can be as-
certained by reasonable diligence, when such res-
idence i3 within this state, and in case such owner
or owners are non-residents of the state, or their
place of residence, after due diligence by the clerk
of said city, cannot be ascertained, which fact
sball be made to appear by his affidavit, then the
common council shall cause service of such notice
to be made on such non-resident, owner or own-
ers, or the owner or owners the residence of whom
cannof be ascertained, by causing the same to be
published for six weeks in the official paper of
the city, if there be one designated, or in a paper
published in the county of Outagamie, at least
once each week, and by causing such notice to be
mailed, postpaid, to the address of such owners
within gve days from the time of the first pub-
lication of such notice, when the post-office ad-
dress of such owner is known.

SectioN 19. Such notice shall be signed by the
city clerk or city attorney, and shall state the
adoption of the resolution and embrace a copy
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thereof, and further, that at a time and place
therein named, not less than ten days after the
gervice of such notice, or the expiration of such
publication, as the case may be, application will
be made to the county judge of the county of Outa-
gamie for a jury to inquire and determine wheth-
er it is necessary to take the land or any part
thereof described in such resolution for the pur-

se therein specified. Such notice shall further
state the time and place at which such jury will
be applied for to meet and discharge such duty;
and the judge aforesaid shall fix the time and
place so named in the precept hereafter meg-
tioned, and no other notice thereof shall be neces-
sary.

SecrioN 20. . Upon the presentation of such ap-
plication, and upon proof of the publication or
service of the notice hereinbefore required, the
said judge shall thereupon appoint twelve reput-
able persons having the qualifications of jurors in
and for the county of Qutagamie, and not resi-
dents of the ward in which such premises are sit-
uated, not interested in such application, but res-
idents of the city shall not be disqualified. The
said judge shall thereupon issue his precept, di-
rected to said jurors, requiring them within ten
days to view the premises to be specified in said
precept, and to make returns under their hands
to the common council whether in their judgment
it i necessary to take such premises for the pur-
poses specified in such resolution, and the said ju-
rors before entering upon the discharge of their
duties shall take and subscribe an oath faithfully
and impartially to discharge their duties as such
jurors in the premises, which oath may be ad-
ministered by any person authorized to adminis-
ter oaths, which shall be filed in the office of the
city clerk.

ECTION 21. The city marshal shall serve his
grecept immediately on the jurors therein named,
y reading the same to every one that can be
found; and immediately after such service he
shall return the said precept to the judge who is-
sued the same, together with his doings thereon.

SeEcTiON 23, The said jurors, at such time as
they shall agree upon, shall proceed in a body to
view the premises in question, and shall hear such
testimony as shall be offered by any party inter-
ested, which testimony shall be reduced to writing
by one of the jurors, and either of the jurors
shall be authorized to administer the necessary
oaths to witnesses. After viewing the premises
in question, and hearing such testimony as may
be offered the jurors shall make a report of their
proceedings, which shall be signed by them re-

And after the
jurors shall have made their report as to the tak-
ing of any lands or premises under this act, and
the same shall have been confirmed, the common
council shall have power to appoint new jurors in
the place of any, who shall neglect to serve in
ascertaining the amount of compensation as
above; and all jurors, before entering upon the
discharge of their duties in the premises, shall
severally take an oath beforse some competent
officer, that they are not interested in the prem-
ises to be taken, and that they will faithfully and
impartially discharge the trust reposed in them.

SectioN 24. If there should be any building in
whole or in part, upon the land to be taken, the -

CHAPTER VI
ACTIONS TO RECOVER PENALTIES,

Actionstore-  Section 1. All actions to recover any penalty or

Sioa enal - gorfeiture under this charter, or the ordinances or
by-laws, police or health regulations, made in pur-
suance thereof, shall be brought in the corporate
name of the city, and shall be heard or deter-
mined by, or before any justice of the peace in the
city. It shall be lawful to declare generally in
debt for such penalty or forfeiture stating the
section of this act, or the section of the ordinance,
by law or regulation under which the penalty or
forfeiture is claimed, and to give the special mat-
ter in evidence under it. All fires and penalties
collected by any justice in such cases, shall be
paid over to the city freasurer. Each justice
shall report to the council on the first Monday in
January, April, July and October, in each year, a
statement of all such fines and penalties collected
by him, and at the sams time, pay over the
amount thereof to the city treasurer.

9 The common council may at any
time cause a new and accurate survey to be made
of the lines, and boundaries of all streets, alleys,
sidewalks, public grounds and blocks, and may
cause to be established such permanent land
marks as it may deem necessary; and it is hereby
authorized and empowered to cause to be made
by some competent person a plat of all pieces or
parcels of land which are not embraced and de-
scribed in any of the recoraed plats of said city;
and it may causea new and accurate survey
made of the recorded plats of said city, or cause
the same to be amended, and cause each tract of
land or lot, which has a separate ownership, to be
given a number; and any tract of land may be
divided irto two or more lots, if deemed advisable
in the making of said plats. Said plat or plats
shall plainly define the boundary of each tract
designated thereon. The major portion of any
lot, which is altered by a new plat. shall retain the
original number given to the lot, and a new num-
ber shall be given to the tract detached. The
said plat or plats, when completed, shall be certi-
fied to by the person making the same, and shall
be acknowledged before some officer authorized
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to take the acknowledgment of deeds, by the
mayor and clerk of said city, and when so certi-
fied and acknowledged, shall be recorded in the
office of the register of deeds of Outagamie
county.

SEcTION 10. |, The said plat or plats so made shall
be called and known as ** Assessor’s .plat of the
city of Seymour,” and for the purpose of assess-
ment and taxation it shall be deemed a sufficient
description of any piece of land described and des-
ignated in said plat, to designate the same by its
number as it appears on said plat, and any deed
of any such tract or piece of land which may be
executed pursuant to the laws of this state, by
reason of the non-payment of any tax hereafter
assessed, shall be as valid and effectual to pass
the title to the lands therein described, as it would
be if said premises had been described by metes
and bounds, and the said plat or the record there-
of, shall be received in evidence in all courts and
places as correctly describing the several pieces
or parcels of land therein designated and num-
bered. The surveys and landmarks so made and
established shall be prima facie evidence of the
lines and houndaries of all streets, alleys, side-
walks, public grounds and blocks, in all cases in
which they shall be drawn into controversy in all
courts in this state.

SecrioN 11.  If any person having been an offi-
cer in said city, shall not, within ten days after
notification and request, deliver to his successor in
office, all property, books, papers and effects, be-
longing to said city or pertaining to the office he
may have held, he shall forfeit and pay to the use
of the city one hundred dollars, besides all dama.-
ages caused by his neglect or refusal to deliver,
and such successor may recover the possession of
such books, papers and effects in the manner pre-
scribed by the laws of this state.

SecTtIioN 12. In all cases where an action might
be brought by the city of Seymour against any
person, company or corporation, to recover any
penalty under this act, or under ordinance, by-
law or regulation of said city, such action may
be commenced and prosecuted in the name of the
city by any freeholder of said city.

SeEcTioN 13. The laws of this state for the re-
lief and support of the poor in towns, shall apply
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to said city, and the council may make such rules
and regulations, ordinances and provisions rela-
tive to the same, as it shall deem proper.

AN ACT to incorporate the city of Juneau, in the
county of Dodge and state of Wisconsin.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

CHAPTER 1L
INCORPORATION.

Onrporate SecTioNn 1. All that district of country con-

name. tained within the limits and boundaries herein-
after described shall be a city by the name of
Juneau, and the people now inhabiting, and who
shall hereafter inhabit the said district of country,
shall be a municipai corporation by the name of
the city of Juneau, have the general powers pos-
sessed by municipal corporations at common law,
and in addition thereto shall possess the powers
hereinafter specifically granted, and the authori-
ties thereof shall have perpetual succession, shall
be capable of contracting and being contracted
with, of suing and being sued, pleading and bein
impleaded in all courts of law and equity, an
shall have a common seal, and may change and
alter the same at pleasure.
